carrying forward what he has cha r­ 
acterized as “ a great social and econ­ 
omic experiment.” 
In this connection, however, they 
emphasize what the standard earer 
himself said in his acceptance speech:

people will not countenance. 
His Farm Program 
Hoover’s views as to farm relief 
are to be amplified in the address he 
v.ill make at his birthplace a t West 
Branch, Iowa, on the

August 21, and present expectations 
are tha t he will advert to this sub­ 
ject upon more than one 
occasion 
before the campaign ends in Novem­ 
ber. 
In his next speech, that is to be

Irrigation, else 
we shall as tn the past commit errors 
that will take y earft and millions to 
remedy . The Co agrees has 
author­ 
ised and has in proems of legislation 
great programs of publio works 
In 
addition to tha works 
ln develop­ 
ment of water resources, we have in 
progress large undertakings in public 
road and the construction of public 
buildings. 
All thsse projects will probably re­ 
quire an expenditure of upwards of 
one billion dollars 
within the next 
four y ears. It comprises the largest 
engineering construction ever taken 
by any government. It involves three 
times the expenditure laid out upon 
the Panama CanaL It is justified by 
the growth, nead and wealth of our 
country. 
The organisation and 
ad­ 
ministration of this construction is 
j a responsibility 
of the first order. 
For it we must secure 
the utmost 
economy, 
honesty , and skill. These 
works which will provide jobs for an 
army of men 
should so far as prac-

methods provided in the Constitu­ 
tion itself. There are those who do 
not believe in the purposes of several 
provisions of the Constitution. No 
one denies their right 
to seek to a- 
mend it 
They are 
not subject to 


¡criticism for 
asserting 
that right. 
| But the Republican 
Party 
does 


j deny the right of any one to seek to 
j destroy the purposes of the Consti- 
! tution by indirection. 
Whoever is elected President takes 
an oath not only to faithfully execute 
I the office of the President, but th a t 
joath provides still further 
th at he 
; will, to the best of his ability, pre­ 
serve. protect, and defend 
the Con­ 
stitu tion of the 
United States. I 
¡should be untrue to these great tra ­ 
ditions. untrue to my oath of office, 
were 
1 to declare otherwise. 
With impressive proof on all sides 
of magnificent progress, no one can 
rightly deny the fundamental cor­ 
rectness 
of our economic 
system. 
Nothing however is perfect 
but it 
works for progress. Our pre-eminent 
American accomplishments. We 
do 
rot owe these accomplishments to our 
vast natural resources. These 
we 
¡have always had 
They have cot in- 
j creased. 
W hat has changed is our 
j ability to utilize these resources more 
effectively. It is 
our human 
re­ 
sources that have changed. Man for 
man and woman for woman, we are 
today more capable whether in our 
work of farm, factory, 
or business 
than ever before. It lies in our m an- 
r.ificent educational system, in 
the 
.hard working character of our people 
in the capacity for far-sighted lead­ 
ership 
in industry, 
the ingenuity, 
the daring of the pioneers of new 
inventions, in the abolition of the sa- 
| loon, and the wisdom of our national 
policies. 
I 
W ith the growth and Increasing 
complexity of our economic life the 
relations of government and business 
; are 
multiplying daily. They 
are 
1 yearly more dependent 
upon each 


j other. Where it ls helpful and nec- 
■ essary, this relation should be en­ 
couraged. 
Beyond this it should not 
i go. It is the duty of government to 
avoid regulation as long as equal op- 
; portunity to all citizens is not invad- 


j ed and public rights violated. Gov­ 
ernment should not engage in busi­ 
ness in competition with its citizens. 
Such actions 
extinguish the enter­ 
prise and initiative which has been 
glory of American and which has been 
the root of its pre-eminence among 
the nations of the earth. On the 
other hand, it is the duty of business 
I to conduct itself so that government 
regulation or government competi- 
i tion is unnecessary'. 
Business is practical, 
but it 
is 
founded upon faith—faith among our 
people in the integrity of 
business 
men, and faith th at it wall receive 
fair play from the government. It 
is the duty of government to m ain­ 
tain th a t faith. Our whole business 
system would break down in a day if 
there was not a high sense of moral 
j responsibility in our business world. 
¡The whole practice 
and ethics 
of 
| business has made great strides of 
1 improvement in the last quarter of a 


J century, largely due to the effort of 
j business and the professions them ­ 
selves. One of the most helpful signs 
; of recent 
years is the 
stronger 
j growth of associations 
of workers, 
farmers, business men and 
the pro- 
ifessional men with a desire to cure 
their own abuses and a purpose to 
serve public interest. Many 
pro- 
I blems can be solved through coop­ 
eration between 
government and 
improve 
methods and 
practices. 
When business cures its own abuses 
it is true self-government which com­ 
prises more than political institutions. 
One of the greatest 
difficulties of 
business with government is the m ul­ 
titude of unnecessary contacts with 
government bureaus, the uncertainty 
and inconsistency 
of government, 
policies, and the duplication of gov­ 
ernment activities. A large part of 
this is due to the scattering of func­ 
tions and the great confusion of re­ 
sponsibility in our federal organiza-, 
, tion. We have, for instance, 14 diff­ 
e re n t bureaus or agencies engaged in 
public works and construction, loca­ 
ted tn nine different departments of 
the government. 
It brings 
about 
competition between government a- 
gencies, inadequacy of control, and a 
I total lack of co-ordinated policies in 
: public x works. We have eight dif£ - 
'erent bureaus and agencies charged 
j with conservation of our natural re-, 
'sources, located in five 
defferent de- 
■partments of the government. Thesq 
j conditions exist in many 
other di­ 
rections. Divided responsibility, with 
the absence of centralized authority, 
; prevents constructive and consistent 
! development of broad national poli- 
| cies. 
Our Republican presidents have re­ 
peatedly recommendeed to Congress 
that it would not only greatly reduce 
expenses of business in their contacts 
with gevernment 
but that a great 
reduction could be made in govern­ 
mental expenditure and more con­ 
sistent and continued national poli­ 
cies could be developed if we could 
secure the grouping of these agencies 
devoted to one m ajor purpose under 
single responsibility and authority. I 
have had the good fortune to be able 
to carry’ out such reorganization in 
: respect to the Departm ent of Com­ 
merce. 
The results have amply jus­ 
tified its expansion to other depart­ 
ments and I should 
consider it art 
obligation to enlist the support of 
Congress to effect it. 
The government can be of invalu­ 
able aid in the promotion of busi­ 
ness. The ideal state of business is 
freedom 
from 
those fluctuations 
from boom to slump which brings 
011 
' cne hand the periods of unemploy­ 
ment and bankruptcy 
and on the 


j other, speculation and waste. 
Both 
are 
destructive 
to progress 
and 
fraught 
with great 
hardship to 
| every home. By economy in expendi- 
j tures. wise taxation, and sound fiscal 
finance it can relieve the burdens 
upon sound business and promote 
financial stability. 
By sound tariff 
I policies it can protect our workmen 
our farmers, and our m anufactur­ 
ers from lower standards of living 
abroad 
By scientific research it can 
promote invention and improvement 
in methods. 
By economic research 
and statistical service it can promote 
the elimination of waste and contri­ 


bute to stability in production and 
distribution. 
By promotion of for­ 
eign trade it can expand the markets 
for our manufacturers and farmers 
and thereby contribute greatly to 
stability and employ ment. 
Our people know that the 
produc­ 
tion and distribution of goods 
on a 
large scale is not wrong. 
Many of 
the most im portant comforts 
of our 
people are only possible by mass 
production and distribution. 
Both 
small and big business have their 
full place. 
The test of business ir 
not its size- the test is whether there 
is honest competition, whether there 
is freedom from domination, whether 
there is integrity and usefullness of 
purpose. 
As Secretary of Commerce 
I have beer, greatly impressed by the 
fact that the foundation of Am­ 
erican business is the independent 
business man. 
The Departm ent by 
encouragement 
of his associations 
and by provision of special services 
has endeavored to place him in a 
position of equality in information 
and 
skill 
with 
larger 
operations 
Alike with our farmers his is the 
stronghold of American individuality 
It is here th at we refresh our leader­ 
ship for larger enterprise. 
We must 
maintain his opportunity #nd his in ­ 
dividual service. 
He and the public 
must be protected from any dom ina­ 
tion or from predatory business. 
I have said th a t the problems be­ 
fore us are more than economic, that 
in a much greater degree they are 
moral 
and spiritual. 
I hold 
that 


j there rests upon government matvy 
responsibilities 
which 
affect 
the 
moral and spiritual welfare 
of our 
people. 
The participation 
of women 
in politics means a keener realiza­ 
tion of the importance of these ques­ 
tions.

become, as tt should become, an 
issue of profound patriotism.

In this land, dedicated to toler­ 
ance, we still find outbreaks of in­ 
tolerance. 
I come of Quaker stock

Moral incompentency by 
those entrusted with government is 
a blighting wind upon private in­ 
tegrity.

We believ e that the foundations of 
peace cun 
be strengthened by 
the 
creation of methods and agencies by 
which a multitude 
of incidents may 
be transferred from the realm of pre- 
Ji dice and force to arbitration an d 
the determination of right an d wrong 
based upon international law. 
We hav e been and we are parti­ 
cularly desirous of furthering the lim­ 
itation of armaments. 
But in 
the 
meantime we know that in an armed 
world there is only one certain guar­ 
antee of freedom—and that is prepar- 
« dness for defense. It is solely to de­ 
fend ourselv es, for the protection of 
our citizens that we maintain arm a­ 
ment. 
No clearer evidence of this 
can ex ist than the unique fact th at 
we hav e fewer men in army uniform 
today than we hav e in i>olice uniforms, 
and that we maintain a standing in ­ 
v itation to the world that we are al­ 
way s ready to limit our naval arma­ 
ment in proportion as the other naval 
nations will do likewise. 
We ear­ 
nestly wish that the burdens an d 
dangers of 
armament 
upon ev ery 
home in the world might be lessened. 
But we must and shall maintain our 
nav al defense and our merchant ma­ 
rine in the 
strength and 
efficiency 
.v hich will y ield to us at all times the 
primary assurance of liberty , that is, 
of national safety . 
There is one of the Ideals of Amer­ 
ica upon which I wish at this time to 
Lty especial emphasis. For we should 
constantly test our economic, social 
and gov ernmental system by certain 
ideals which must control them. The 
founders of our republic propounded 
the rev olutionary » doctrrne that all 
men are created equal an d all should 
hav e equality before the law.

was the emancipation of the Indivi­ 
dual.
